RE-ELECTED 

AT ANNUAL WATER MEETING 

Small Attendance and Little Interest 

in Result—New Record for Brevity 
of Meeting 

That liistorie institution known as the 
aniinal ineetiiif' of tne Sierra Madre 
Water Company seems to have fallen 
upon evil days, jiulging by the attend¬ 
ance and interest in the session of last 
evening. But 5,500 of the 8,800 shares 
of stock were prepresented and the busi¬ 
ness of the meeting was conchuled by 
nine o'clock. If sneh a thing ever hap¬ 
pened before it is not of record. 

As to the results of the meeting, the 
board of directors were re-elected by 
acclamation on motion of X. H. Hosmer. 
Mr. llosmer’s motion was seconded by 
S. K. (h TM'vcross, wherein another 
reconl appears to have been broken. 
For if these two estimable gentlemen 
were ever before seen moving in the 
same direction at the same time, that, 
too, is not of record. Practically noth¬ 
ing else was done outside of the routine 
business of hearing reports. The new- 
old directors are Messrs. W. S. Andrews, 
C. W. dones, L. C. Torrance, L. Dietz, 
J. A. Osgood, J. O. Blumer and A. X. 
Carter. 

Following the adjournment of the 
meeting the directors met for the elec¬ 
tion of officers. Mr. Andrew’s was re¬ 
elected president and Mr. Torrance vice 
president. Mr. H. G. Flint not being a 
candidate for re-election as secretary- 
treasurer, the position was given Mr. 
C. H. Perry. Captain Osgood succeeds 
himself as superintendent. Thus ends 
the chronicle of what on the surface 
appeared to be a mild form of love feast, 
in spite of the stormy indications of a 
week previous. 

DEATH OF TOM DWYER 

The genial spirit of Tom L. Dwyer 
passed to the great beyond yesterday 
at noon, leaving many sorrow’ing hearts 
to mourn his loss. With him at the time 
of his death was his sister. Miss Elinor 
Dwyer.

While a resi¬ 
dent of tliicago he was for .several years 
connected with the furniture house of 
A. H. Revell. His ready wit and kindly 
manner won him many friends and ad¬ 
mirers even among casual acquaintances.

It pro¬ 
duces an annual average of from 
3,500 to 4,000 kilo-grammes of es¬ 
sence, valued at about 3,000,000 
francs. Of these 4,000 kilo-grammes 
America takes 1,600 and Prance 
1 , 000 . 

The price of a kilogramme of es¬ 
sence varies considerably according 
to the abundance of the flowers and 
the more or less favorable circum¬ 
stances ufider which they are gath¬ 
ered. It varies from 500 francs to 
700 francs, sometimes more. Some 
3,500 kilo-grammes of flowers are re¬ 
quired for a kilogramme of essence. 
A good plantation carefully culti- 
\ated will yield 1,000 kilo-grammes 
to the hectare. 

In France and Algeria the distilla¬ 
tion is carried out with highly effici- 
enf apparatus. At Grasse and Bou- 
tarick may be seen some distillation 
works that are models not only as 
regards their distilling apparatus, 
but also for their installation of ev¬ 
ery kind. The plant is supervised 
and tests carried out by capable 
chemists, who make it produce as 
much as can reasonably be antici¬ 
pated. But in Bulgaria modern dis¬ 
tillations are an exception, and in 
general the distillation processes are 
quite rudimentary.—La Vulgarista- 
tion Scientifique.

Notice is hereby given that an applica¬ 
tion has been made to the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre
